DE "Dits & Bits", the WSYI Report 


The long-awaited no-code Amateur Radio License issue finally came 

up in the Friendly Candy Company's Meeting on 01 July 82. It had been 
passed over on the 14 April agenda without consideration or action 

by FCC Chairman Mark Fowler at the request of Commissioner Anne Jones! 
office. The no-code license had been a project of the previous Com- 
mission. Docket 20282, "Restructuring the Amateur Radio Service," 

had originally proposed the no-code Communicator ticket back in "74, am 
but this rule-making was terminated without no-code-ticket action in 
'79 mainly because the proposal was simply too expensive to implement. 
There was another (not too well publicized) no-code proposal called 
the "Experimenter"license during the Carlos Roberts Private Radio 
Bureau administration, but this never got vass the staff level. The 
FCC is infact more concerned with amateur radio administration costs 
than privileges. They have to be. They simply do not have the bud- 
get. It is obvious that HR-5008's provision giving the FCC authority 
to allow the amateur radio community to control its testing/licensing 
(and associated costs) is destined to have a big impact on the no-code 
ham ticket. Passage of HR=5008 appears to be a "sure thing," and the 
feeling is that the ARRL is the only organization to implement it. 

The PRB offered four alternatives for Commission consideration: 


1 - Maintain the status quo, that is no change in requirements. 

2 - "Easy-to-get" code-free "Communicator class". 

3 - “Hard-to-get" involving a stiff written exam which would include 
questions from the Extra Class. 

4 - Abolish the 5<wpm requirement from the Technician Class. 


And what's the League's position? Actually the ARRL doesn't have a 
choice, as it is a member organization and what might be in the best 
long-term interest of amateur radio or even ARRL itself is secondary 
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(continuing from the WSYI Report) 
to the feeling of the membership. AND THEY HAVE SPOKEN! In a recent 


survey conducted by Florida University's Institute for Social Research 
a sampling consisting of 8,895 Amaerican hams came up w/ the following: 


Question #22 - In your opinion, how essential to the future of amateur 
radio is the continuation of the Morse Code requirement for: 


Absolutely Important No Strong Should be 
Essential Not Esntl Opinion Dropped 


‘2 HF Operating privileges 61% 22% 9% 8% 
(b>) VHF/UHF Opr. " 33% 32% 19% 16% 


Cross-tabulations yielded some interesting results. The higher the 
class held by the amateur, the more he felt the code was necessary. 
(72% of the "Extras" felt the code was "absolutely essential," while 
only 44% of the Novices & Techs did for HF operation.) There was a 
definite indication in the survey that ARRL members felt stronger 
about the code than those who had never been a member. (73% of the 
ARRL members felt the code "Absolutely essential," verses only 43% of 
the "Never A Member" group. On the basis of this survey you can ex- 
pect the ARRL to firmly oppose any attempt at eliminating the Morse 
Code requirement for any amateur operation, be it HF or VHF/UHF. 
Again, they have no choice and the League's Board of Directors are 
already on record on this.

The following is an excerpt from the founders' issue Newsletter of 
the newly formed Chess and Amateur Radio International (CARI), which 
is dedicated to bringing together the combined hobbies of chess and 
amateur radio.
